At the lower 
right is Adoration 
of the Magi by Bar- 
tolome Esteban Mu- 
rillo, also issued by F@ 
Saint Vincent and the 
Grenadines. Murillo 
was a 17th Century 
Baroque painter who 
is best known for 
his religious themes. | 
Also shown on this 
sheetlet are works by 
Johannes Vermeer, 
Albrecht Durer and 
Frans Hals.
